She is currently, through an attorney, attempting 
to obtain any remuneration such notes will accrue. The attorney suggested that, 
they be referred to the FBI for possible security interest, If no such interest, 
the request was made that they be returned to this waitress. 


A cursory review of the notes reflects that possibly Salinger did make ry 
notations concerning statements of the President or perhaps official points to be 
released through the news media. However, no complete sense can be extracted 

' from them and, of course, there is no positive way they can be identified at this 
time. Some of the statements are dangerous in view of the current international 
situation. For example, the point is made that the Vietnam situation has changed 
and implies the American objective is to get out of there. In addition, a point is 
made about "Spy exchange bag--wouldn't succeed. "

Salinger, aged 35, is a native of San Francisco, His German father was a mining ~./’ 
engineer and musician, while his French mother was a journalist. Salinger was 
a child prodigy on the piano at the age of six. He graduated from high school at Be C 
15 and after two years at San Francisco State College enlisted in the Navy. He 
commanded a Navy sub-~chaser in the Pacific at age 19. He worked as a copy 
boy while finishing college at the University of San Francisco and then joined the 
"San Francisco Chronicle" as a reporter... He became night city editor at the age 
of 25 and took leave of absence to manage the unsuccessful bid for Governor by 
Richard P. Graves in 1954. Graves was running against Republican Goodwin J. 
Knight, Salinger later joined the staff of "Colliers" magazine as a regional editor. 
He began probing the Teamsters Union for an article and was later hired by 
Robert Kennedy as top investigator of the Senate rackets committee when "Colliers" 
magazine folded. Salinger was, of course, President-elect Kennedy's campaign 
press chief,

The Senator stated that Salinger was being 
considered for employment on the staff of the Senate Select Committee on Improper 
Activities in the Labor and Management field. 


The Director replied on February 8, 1957, and advised that Salinger 
had not been the subject of FBI investigation and no identifiable information could 
be located in our files concerning him. It was pointed out that the files of the 
FBI Identification Division failed t reflect an arrest record for Mr. Salinger.

have not utilized his services since hearings held in 1953 and in 1955 under 
the Loyalty-Security Program and, in fact, the Defense Security Review Board 
recommended against Rostow's employment as a consultant in 1955, 


O'Donnell said that there were serious reservations about the 
advisability of bringing Rostow into the new administration in any capacity; 
however, Allen Dulles of CIA has been pushing vigorously for this appoint- 
‘ment. Prior to submitting this matter to the President-elect for a decision, 
O'Donnell said it would be most helpful if there could be made available 
additional details with regard to any loyalty hearings afforded Rostow, which 
matters were referred to in the summary for the new administration which 
was submitted on 12/8/60.

Salinger, 


It is believed that any contact with British authorities, 
either in San Francisco, Washington or London,to endeavor to obtain 
further information concerning the above item received from the 
British Consul at San Francisco would immediately alert the British 
that they have information indicating that the mother of a close aide 
to the President-elect was possibly a member of the CP, It is believed 
that we should thoroughly run out the allegations concerning 
Mrs, Carlson through our own sources and, at the completion of the 
investigation ,furnish the information received from the British Consul 
to the new administration in a cover letter, advising that we have

Special Inquiry opened 11/16/60 concerning Salinger at 
request of White House, which advised request was actually made by 
President-elect Kennedy, for whom Salinger is press secretary. 

Case is now complete 
with exception of check of Passport Records. Summary memorandum is 
attached. 


INFORMATION CONCERNING SALINGER 


Several persons interviewed advised Salinger is very poor 
dresser, to the point of sloppiness. One described him as looking 
like an unmade bed. He has a bad credit record in several localities / 
on the west coast and has been cited for numerous traffic violations. 
He caused himself to be arrested on two occasions under an alias in 
January, 1953, in order to obtain material for a series of articles 
on jail conditions, for his paper, the "San Francisco Chronicle." 
Investigation reveals that he was also arrested in Marin County, 
California, in October, 1954, under his true name, for being drunk, 
for which he forfeited $25 bail. 


He was also a ‘protege of Lawrence Fanning when he was 
employed by the "Chronicle," at which time Fanning was managing re 
editor of that paper. Fanning associated with known members of the 
Communist Party in San Francisco and in 1944 Louise Bransten, well- 
known communist, became Fanning's paramour and Fanning considered 
arte nee his wife to marry Bransten.

It was stated that, as a reporter, Salinger tended toward 
sensationalism. He was described as a "liberal" who is in favor of 
much Government control in such fields as public welfare and 
education. One person stated he would not recommend him for any 
position involving the security of the United States as he was 
irresponsible in the reporting field and was irresponsible in his 
personal affairs as he did not take care of his financial obligations. 


Numerous other persons (we interviewed 88) advised that 
he is a loyal American citizen who is an honest, capable newspaper- 
man and dedicated to his work. They stated he has an excellent 
reputation in his profession and is intelligent, perceptive and 
hard working.

INFORMATION CONCERNING SALINGER'S MOTHER 


Investigation has indicated that Salinger's mother, 
Jehanne Bietry Salinger Carlson (father, Herbert Salinger, is deceased 
and mother is now married to Jerome Carlson), was connected, in vary- 
ing degrees with the California Labor School, The American Russian 
Institute of San Francisco, the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, 
the League of American Writers, the Friends of Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade, the Medical Bureau to Aid Spanish Democracy and the Institute 
of Pacific Relations, all communist front organizations. She was 
also a subscriber to the "Daily People's World," a west coast 
communist daily newspaper. 


Previous memorandum 11/22/60 indicated that information 
had been received from informant who obtained same from British 
Consul General at San Francisco in 1940 which stated that Salinger's 
mother was a French communist who had been an active communist in 
China and the Far East, coming to the United States in 1920. 


It was also pointed out that the files of the American 
Legion, San Francisco, indicated she was reported in 1937 as a member 
of the Communist Party. It was further stated that in February, 1940, 
an informant in San Francisco "whose reliability in this matter may 
be questionable" advised that Haakon Chevalier, head of the French 
Branch of the Communist Party on the west coast, was associated with 
Jehanne Bietry Salinger "the woman leader of this section, who is a 
notorious communist and dangerous." 


The previous memorandum recommended that we endeavor to 
run out the above allegations through our own sources without contact- 
ing the British as such action would immediately alert the British 
that they have information indicating that the mother of a close aide 
to the President-elect was possibly a member of the Communist Party. 
It also recommended that the information received from the British 
Consul General be furnished in a cover letter, advising that we have 
made no attempt to contact the British under the circumstances, then 
if the President-elect so desires, he can request us to contact the 
British concerning the matter. 


Investigation has failed to substantiate Communist Party 
membership on the part of Mrs. Carlson. Investigation further 
indicates that there is a very strong possibility that the infor- 
mation in files of the American Legion in San Francisco and the

information received in February, 1940, actually is the same infor-~- 
mation received from the British Consul General. A G-2 report was 
located in San Francisco containing that same information, attributing 
it to the British Consul General. Accordingly, our summary does not 
contain the two allegations mentioned above concerning the possible 
Communist Party membership on Mrs. Carlson's part since we cannot 
substantiate it through our sources. 


In 1942, while employed by the Office of War Information, 
Mrs. Carlson was interviewed by the Civil Service Commission, at 
which time she denied Communist Party membership but advised she 
was acquainted with Anita Whitney, known to her as a Communist Party 
member. She said she was interested in communism as a philosophy 
and as an intellectual interest. She admitted having been a 
subscriber to the "People's World." 


Mrs. Carlson was also interviewed by Bureau Agents in 

1957 in connection with another investigation and stated that she 
was closely associated with Anita Whitney, mentioned above. She 
also stated she had been a member of the American Russian Institute 
of San Francisco, had attended parties at the Russian Consulate as 
a journalist and had been requested by Louise Bransten, mentioned 
above, to do translation work at the Russian Consulate in San 

rancisco. She stated she did go to the Consulate to do such work 

ut none was given to her.

Investigation has disclosed that Mr. Salinger, in 
order to obtain material for a series of articles on jail 
conditions, caused himself to be arrested on two occasions and 
committed to jail. In that connection, on January 8, 1953, 
he was arrested by the Sheriff's Office, Stockton, California, 
as Peter Emil Flick, on a drunk charge and on January 16, 
1953, he was arrested by the Sheriff's Office at Bakersfield, 
California, as Peter Emil Flick, for violation of the "basic 
mpeed laws." 


In the January 28, 1953, issue of the “San Francisco 
Chronicle" there appears an article indicating that Governor 
Earl Warren of California had praised the "San Francisco . 
Chronicle" for its expose of jail conditions which revealed 
brutality, filth, and public indifference. In the February 18, 
1953, issue of that newspaper an article appears indicating 
that the Exchange Club of San Francisco had presented 
Mr. Salinger with its annual “Award of Merit" for his 
reporting on the conditions he found in jails. 


The records of the Sheriff's Office, Marin County, 
San Rafael, California, indicate that on October 24, 1954, 
Pierre E. G. Salinger was arrested and charged with being 
intoxicated “in and about" a motor vehicle in Marin County. 
On November 5, 1954, bail in the amount of $25 was declared 
forfeited as the defendant failed to appear. 


The files of the Sheriff's Office, Napa County, 
Napa, California, disclose that a warrant was issued for 2 
Pierre Salinger on December 4, 1956, and was forwarded to ee: 
Marin County, California, for service. That warrant was é 
issued for three violations of the California Vehicle Code,

appear." The records disclose that on December 15, 1956, / 
the warrant was returned unserved indicating that 
Mr. Salinger had moved and left no forwarding address.

had attended social events at the California Labor School, 
She said she had never been a member of the Communist Party, 
but she bad been very well acquainted with Anita Whitoey, 

& well-known member of the Communist Party in 

Northern California, who had lived in San Francisco for many 
years prior to her death. rs. Carlson stated that she had 
allowed her name to be used as a sponsor for activities of 
organizations acting on behalf of the Spanish Civil War and 
was possibly considered by some persons to have been a 
communist or a member of the Communist Party. She stated 
that she did not agree with Anita Whitney's ideologies or 
philosophies.

- O'Donnell is now trying to resolve in his own mind whether he 
{should take the initiative and bring this matter to the President's attention. 
He is handicapped because he does not know what the Attorney General has 
done in this regard. O'Donnell has a feeling if the President had been 
advised as to Salinger's background, this was a year ago at a time when the 
new. administration was just taking office and the whole matter may have been 
treated too lightly and "just brushed off. ” 

O'Donnell indicated that he felt the FBI report on Salinger was. so 
explosive that he did not even want it filed at the White House and so he had 
personally destroyed it. His only request was that we look over the file 
and advise him how much of the derogatory information concerning the 
communist connections of Salinger's mother had been developed during our 
then current investigation.in December of 1960 and how much of the informa - 
tion had previously been accumulated, it being noted that this communist 
activity was back. in the 1930s and 1940s.. O'Donnell is aware that this is the 
type of information which would have been disseminated to other government 

‘agencies at the time it was developed. 


We are making a thorough check of our files to make certain of 
our recollection that most of the derogatory. information was developed 
prior to the Special Inquiry investigation on Salinger and we will, if the 
Director approves, so advise.O'Donnell. OK - 


It is obviously being considered in relation to this matter that. there 
may be a striving for position at the White House and possibly some rivalry 
has developed as between O'Donnell and Salinger. O'Donnell's position is 
undoubtedly much the stronger.

The 
first step, according to Salinger,toward this end , would be the reduction of our 
military power wherever that power at this time tends to frighten and make 
belligerent the Soviets. Salinger, according to the source, believes that if we 
would give in a little here'and there to the Soviets, then they will cease to be 
fearful and will adopt a definite: conciliatory attitude which would be mutually 
advantageous. Salinger allegedly stated that Soviet Russia is now modifying its 
entire social structure moving away from.communism and that if we would only 
modify certain aspects of our own social structure which tend to make the Soviets 
distrustful of us, that the two great forces in the world would move closer together 
and work out peaceful relations. Salinger does not think that the Soviets want to 

go to war and this, he thinks, can be very important in establishing satisfactory 
relations. Salinger likewise doubts that the Soviets wish to "Lie all nations.

LOS ANGELES—The elec- 
torate of California two weeks 
hence may well decide who 
will be the Republi 
nee for Presi- 
dent. And at 
the rate Sen. 
Barry Goldwa- 
ter is now run- 
ning, he will 
be the man. 
He will win be- 
cause of 
apathy on one 
side, enthusi- 
asm on the* 
other. 

If the Republicans turn out 
only 60 per cent of their 
vote on June 2, Goldwater 
will almost certainly pick up 
California’s huge bloc of 86

If, on the other hand, Re- 
publicans turn out 75 per cent 
of their vote, Goldwater will 
lose.
